been expended, and time and vitality to 
the clover plant are life itself. Break up 
this crust, remove this barrier, restore 
the connection between the two strata oC 
soil which but for it would be one. Then 
the capillary action is restored, the wick 
of your agricultural lamp can reach the 
oil"of success and you have made n, 
good start toward placing your land iu 
its natural condition. 


We cannot with impunity violate Na- 


ture's laws in agriculture any more than 
we can violate her physical laws and 
retain good health. 
The clover plant 


may and probably will in time penetrate 
this crust if you can get it to grow with 
sufficient vigor. 


One of its missions living is to pene- 


trate the subsoil, bring its stored fertil- 
ity to the surface and dead its root fi- 
bres furnish n ready conveyance for sur- 
plus water from the surface to the res- 
ervoirs below, and like a lamp wick, re- 
turning it as occasion requires to the 
surface. The clover root, living or dead 
is a mighty lever by the aid o£ which 
with the fulcrum of knowledge, the 
hand of agriculture is enabled to over- 
turn adversity. 


Where man can aid nature to restore 


the land to its original condition, surely 
it is wise for him to do so. By thor- 
oughly loosening up to a depth of six 
to eight inches the stratum of soil im- 
mediately under that which has been 
plowed, ranch will bo accomplished to- 
ward the desired end. If the land is as 
soon as 
possible 
thereafter 
sown to 


small grnin and clover the union of the 
soils, that once existed will bo in a 
great measure reestablished. 
With 
a 


thoroughfare open to the clover roots 
they will care for themselves and the 
foliage above them and the failures to 
get a "stand of clover," will be greatly 
reduced in number. 


Clover is the niot-t abused crop, yet ful- 


ly equal in value 10 any crop raised on 
the farm.

Shows Farmers Where Much Qood Conies 


From the Crop. 


It has been said that the proof of tho 


sheep was in coined gold. With equal 
truth it may be said that tho beautiful, 
sweet-scented clover blossoms, are that 
gold coined into dollars awaiting the 
hand of the farmer, who successfully 
cultivates them. 
The farmer who feeds 


it economically to his live slock gathers 
a double portion of the golden harvest. 


Whoever causes two blades of grass 


to grow where only one grew before is 
a public benefactor. 
Clover, if properly 


used, will double the fertility of th« land 
nnd halve the labor of putting iu and 
i.iring for tho crop, so we may say truth- 
fully that clover is a national benefac- 
tor. 
To obtain this blessing should be 


the aim of the farmer. How to obtain 't 
seems to be a simple affair if one will 
study the conditions of his land, and 
tin1 wants of the plant that is to grow 
and thrive upon it. 


"Out of nothing, nothing comes." 
If 


the humus in the land has been exhaust- 
ed by continued cropping lo grain or 
gmss crops, \i must in a measure be 
replaced before clover can be success 
fully grown. 
If the land is hard, ruu 


together, and seemingly without life, its 
humus or life-giving properties are in a 
measure exhausted.. 
These lo a cer- 


tain extent must be restored, tho clover 
plant must have something to feed up- 
on, to grow its first leaves, that it may 
draw susleuance from the air, to grow 
its roots to enrich your land. 


When the i lover can crow, it will in 


its turn reslore Ibat humus lo your 


mental to the crop growing upon the 
land. 


Glover, like any other plant requires 


space that it may get air nnd sunshine. 
The farmer is his greed tries to get two 
crops from one piece of lond at Ihe 
same time. 
That is practically an im- 


possibility. 
Your nurse crop if sown 


thick enough for a full crop, becomes 
the executioner of your clover. 
Your 


hopes and money are sacrificed to your 
cupidity. If perchance a farmer should 
succeed in getting a fair stand of clover 
and it is doing its utmost to protect itself 
for future use, its roots working their 
way downward for their own pjotectiou 
and the farmer's benefit, and its dark- 
green foliage and 
beautiful 
blossoms 


showing among the stubble, the needs 
of this stock change this pictured pros- 
perity into a scene of desolation. 
The 


hot summer sun having dried up the 
pasturage tho temptation to use this 
growing closer becomes too s f i o n g to 
be resisted. 
He sncriliccs this clover 


and in it great measure all the benefits 
to the land to be derived from it. Fur 
better feed the Browing crop of corn 
(linn to thus destroy your clover crop. 
Vigorous root growth is essential to 
the clover to enable it to withstand the 
assaults of the elements. The abundance 
of the top growth depends upon the ex- 
tent of tho root giowth. 
And again 


the root growth increases only ni the 
demands are made upon it by the foli- 
age. 
With the root growth shortened, 


the covering provided by nature to pro- 
tect its crown reftaoved, the clover plant 
falls an easy victim lo the frosts of 
winter nnd early spring.

This for two reasons. To have the seed 
formed before tho arrival of the insect 
that uses the seed for a house in which 
to propagate. 
Sometimes with a late 


cut first crop worms instead of plump 
seeds fill the sack at the huller.. Second,

seed crop is a net profit. 
The fertiliz- 


ing value, 
immeasurcable. 
Again 
the

the net prolit. As a pasture, if not ov- 
erstocked In the early part of the sea- 
son, nothing can compare with it in 
quality and quantity for any kind of 
stock feed upon it, and in this case all 
of the fertilizing properties are left with 
it.

We have 


placed a barrier impervious to

roots between the two strata of soil. We 
are using only about four to six inches 
of soil when we should use two feet. 


The weight of the plow with the load 


it lifts nnd the weight of the team 
vith the load it lifts, are crushing pow- 


cliamber in which, when Mann weath- 
er comes, the plant roots will wither us 
readily as if placed in an oven. If such 
stuff is to be plowed under, do it in the 
fall of Hie year so that this substance 
can bo thoroughly saturated with mois- 
ture rind the top dirt well packed around 
it.

food should be the constant study of 
the farmer. 
To leave things better than 


he found them should be his motto. And 
thus in departing he will leave non-ef- 
faccable footsteps on the sands of time. 


Much has been written about "when 


nnd what manner and in what quantity 
to sow clover seed." 
This depends on 


the conditions of the soil, quality 
of 


seed, season, and the use to be made of 
the crop produced. 
If the land is badly 


prepared it will require more seed be- 
cause much of it will be wasted. If the 
seed is smaH in size but of good germi- 
nating 
quality, 
it follows 
that less 


seed is needed. If the seed is sown be- 
fore the season for proper germination, 
provision must be made for some loss. 
If the crop is to be used for a fertilizer 
only, more seed should be sown than for 
a forage or seed crop. 
In a quart of 


average size clover seed there is suffi- 
cient to place twelve 
seeds 
on very 


square foot cf land in an acre. 
As the 


average seeding is 69 quarts to the acre 
it is evidently "the how" and not the 
quantity that is to blame for the fail- 
ure. 
The remedy surely lies with the 


farmer unless he prefers to be under-
